fle Relates to Donn Piatt Some Remi-« 
nisceuces of Stanton and Lincoln. 


OLD ABE A WONDERFUL MAN. 


[From the Cincinnati Commercial.) 


For several mornings we haye breakfasted 
together, and the intellectual treat afforded 
me makes an epoch in my life. I violate no 
confidence in giving some of this to the pub 
lic, forthe brave gid man has few opinions he 
cares to conceal, I said to him oné morning: 

“Tt is a shame, Mr. Black, that, with your 
knowledge of events, and clear, forcible style, 
you do not devote a portion of your time to 
writing up the history of the late teoubled 

eriod. 

“Thank you,’’ he responded, “and when 
done it would be Jerry Black’s opinion, 
and so pass as history, eh? But I have~a 
httle paper now prepared 
show you, touching this controversy over 
tanton.”’ 

‘‘A most unfortunate controversy, Mr. 
Black. The late War Secretary suffers at the 
hands of hia friends, 

‘‘Not more than T suffer to seefacts brought 
out that I never dreamed @f.”’ 

“Are you certain of the’ facts?’’ 

“IT have hada legal training, and can not | 
shat my eyes to evidence, however unpicas- | 
ant it may be.’ 

“But is it evidence? Now you knew Edwin 
M, Stanton through a life-time, almost, and 
you were warm, cherished, confiding friends, 
Can you not say that you know him as well 
as Senator Wilson or Chief Justice Chase?” 

“Can not say that. To knows man one 
must listen to his enemies as welias friends. 
To a wife and childrens, for ex je, many a 
convict is a saint aud amartyr. itis always 


unsafe to rnn on one’s prejudices, os they for | 


or against aman, Now, when it is proven 
that a man has been double-sided, held with 
the bousds when running with the hare, | 
am forced to accept the proof, however pain- 
ful it may be. For example, when Sumuer 
tells me of Stapton’s consorting with Abo- 
litioniste at Dr. Bailey’s house in Washington, 
at the very time he was expressing an utter 
abborrence of them, i am amazed and pain-

The system of challenging jurors “‘tor 
cause” has been, practically, reduced to 
such a point that the bare announcement 
of an offense in the columns ot a public 
journal is taken advantage of for the pur- 
pose of impeding justice and throwing 
obstacles in the way of his final acquitta) 
or conviction. It was once considered 
that, for the purpose of any undue infiu- 
ence whatever, the journal should express 
its opinion and strive to mold and direct 
the opinion of the public; but it 
is now attempted to be made sufficient 
cause for challenge if a juror has only seen 
a simple recital of the facts. We admit a 
jury ought to be entirely unbiased, if it 
were possible to get such a jury. And so 
ought the judge. It were better if neither 
court nor jury had ever heard of the case 
till the very moment of trial. But, this 1s 
almost impossible. As a general thing, af- 
ter a special venire has been entirely 
exbausted, the sheriff begins to call ia the 
by-standers. This is a happy moment for 
the criminal. All the old stand-bys then 
bave a chance—men who make it their 
regular business to hang around the temple 
and deal out verdicts after their own 
peculiar views.

The Coming Session. 

A new session of Congress is soon to 
convene, and mmterests of vast moment will 
be brought before it. For several years 
past the Radical party, which, unfor- 
tunately, is still in the ascendancy, has had 
no policy in gréat financial questions. 
Legislation has been uncertain. Members 
ot Congress,a majority of whom are ignor- 
ant or corrupt, have h ted and vacil.- 
jated, that they might get bids tor their 
votes and influence. The country has be- 
come despondent and disgusted. All sorts 
of rings have been formed for the purpose 
of influencmg legislation, and these rings 
have generally been successful. Gold and 


+ stock gamblers have managed to find out 


the intentions of “the Government,” and 
have played their games with prodigious 
suecess. Fraud the most unblushing has 
been practiced in al] departments, and the 
vifil imterests of the country have 
constantly ignored and. en- 
dangered. Questions were sprung 
wheerh prodneed concternatinn im bus 
mess affairs, and m a great measure 
destroyed confidence and engendered 
doubts. The country was kept in. hot 
water until Congress finally adjourned. 
That we are to have a repetition of these 
things w mefe than probable. Some of the 
commercial papers of the country are al- 
ready blocking out work for the next 
session. Among the things whith the 
pec ple will insist upon at the hands of their 
representatives, are reform and economy in 
the civil service of the Government—such 
reform as shall weed out its corrupting in- 
fluences, reduce the army ot Federal office- 
holders, and do away with the pernicious 
system of retaining dishonest and incom- 
petent men in positions of public trust 
and responsibility as a reward for par- 
tisan services. All classes of business 
men have suffcred from the existence of 
this time-honored abuse—which has grown 
with the growth and strengthened with 
the strength ot the Executive patronage—- 
until patience has ceased to be a yirtue. 
They now demand that the nuisance shal) 
be abated. Further, they desire a change 
in that financial policy. which aims merely 
ata rapid extinguishment of the public 
debt by perpetuating the burdens of taxa- 
tion. They want to-see more of these bur- 
dens litted, which now weigh so heavily, 
and with such paralyzing cifect, upon the 
commerce and industry of the country, 
preventing a healthy development of its 


creditors can afford to wait until the busi- 
ness of the country recovers from the ca- 
lamities of war; that more money is being 
taken from the pockets of the people than 
is required for the ecopomucal wanis 
of the Government; and that too 
much idle capital is kept locked 
up in the banks and Federal treas- 
ury, or-employed in speculative enterprises, 
on account Of the depressed condition of 
our productive industries. Finally, they 
demand that the currency shall be brought 
down toa specie basis—not only for the 
sake of relieving the Government irom 
the cdium of practica) repudiation, but in 
order to eliminate that element of uncer- 
tainty and fluctuation im values which 
renders all legitimate business enterprise 
extra hazardous and permits no reliable 
basis for mercantile calculations.

which affords. encouragement only to spec- 
ulators and those who aim to do business 
solely on credil. 
Italian Opera. 

The New York Times mourns over‘ the 
absence of Italian opera. -Why is it .ab- 
sent? ‘Some will have it,’ the Times 
says, “to be the fault of the stockholders 
of the Academy ef Music. These gentle- 
men are so extortionate, it is said, that no 
manager can respond to their demands 
and meet his remaining expenses. Others 
say that it is the fault of the public, who 
will not pay fhe prices which m Europe 
are freely given, and which are essential 
to the success of a first-class opera. A 
third set urge that the artists themselves 
are responsible, The terms they insist 
upon are ruinous, and such as no manager 
can pay without* bringing himself to 
bankruptcy. Other critics affirm that the 
character of the works offered has much to 
do with operatic decadence. Who wishes 
to hear, they say, over and over again, ‘II 
Trovatore, ‘Linda,’ and—with an un- 
equal cast—‘Don Giovanni?” Ii the lyric 
directors were as enterprising as the dra- 
matic managers of our city, and gave the 
public as liberal a supply of new produc- 
tions, the public would be quite ready with 
their support. Still another class of cen- 
sors declare that the real trouble lies in the 
deplorable way in which Italian opera has 
for some seasons past been put on the New 
York stage. The people have become 
thoroughly disgusted, we are assured, with 
the badness of the adjuncts, and the inef- 
ficiency of most of the principals associated 
with such attempts, and so are preju- 
diced against the very idea of opera.” The 
explanation given by the Times is that a 
variety of all these causes has killed Italian 
opera, and no particular one of those enu- 
merated.

“WINTER'S TALE” AND OTHERS. 

With the exception, cays Mrs. Richardsop, 
cof the charming story of *‘Pandos*o,’’ which 
Shakespeare used xs the basis of “Winter's 
‘Lale,”’ I cannot flod a work of Greene’s which 
he has drawn upor. Even in that case it is 

quite possibile that Shakspeare did not d:ama- 
tine “Pandosio”’ till, alter Greene's death, al- 
though Iam strongiy inclined to believe he 

did. There ie no mention of **Winter’s 
Taie’’ till 1610; Dut if we rely on the mention 
of plays as the date of their production we 
certainly depend on slight authority, which 
is generally meontrovertible simply because 
we have no other. 

There has been found tofme similarity be- 
tween Kit Meriowe’s *‘Jew of Maita’’ aud one 
of the scluloquics i n the ‘Merchant of Venice,”’ 
but that’s all. There is still iess evidence of 
any use of Peele’s and Nash’s works. The 
play of “As You Like lt,” however, follows 
Thomas Lodge's story of “*Rosalynde”’ very 
closely. Lodge was a poet and dramatist till 
middie age, then turned physician, and died 
of the plague, about which he had written a 
famous (treatise. 

ADAPTATION IN SHAKSPEARE’S TIME 

There is no doubt. says Mrs, Richardson 
that William Shakespeare was a thrifty aod 
politic man, who made the best use of all bis 
advantages. # believe that in him occurréd 
that rere ucion of the practical with 
the poetical and the _ philosophic, 
which forms tbe rarest order of genius. 

At the time psn esa Was mavager of a 
theater, there was a ange stock of unprinted 
plays, many of them of the usual ephemeral or- 
vamente of the stage which were the property 
of tye players or managers—cometimes also 
ofthe poblcman whose servants the company 
styled themselves. These pleys were forbia- 
den to be printed, lest they should become 
common, and 60 pall oo popular taste. Even 
tbe plays of Sbakspeare were thus ‘‘stayed’’ 
from publication, and it is proocable 
that to his own -managerial tarift 
we owe this delay im “preparing his 
works for the presse, before his premature 
death made such a iaburimpossible. Of the 
M&S. which formed suen a theatrical stock, 
Shesspeare bicame a part owner when be 
purchgeed his sLare of the theater; and it can 
vever be ascertained how many sucb piays 
might heve been ivdebted to a few rapid 
touch(s uom his pen to keep the theater run- 
ping for a brief season, belore they went 
into obscumiy. Many of these have 
met the fate of waste payerlong ago. Many 
were borved, pesbaps, in the fire in which 
perished eo many ph ys of Heywood, Chap- 
man, and numberiess other writers (what 
treasures mney have gone to ashes there, it 
makes the heartache to think ot). A few, in 
ebich bere and there the lives glow with 
the familiar fire which has made them ia- 
mortal, are still found in editions of Shaks- 
peere’s works, and those of viler poets of his 
age.

There 
will be no hiding anything from Him, for all 
man’s secrets will be revealed and his heart 
laid bare. I first became acquaimted with 
Caroline Vancovgnet a year ego last Febru- 
ary at my fathef-in-law’s.

TALKING MACHINES, 


Herr Faber’s talking machine, which 
has lately come over to have a palaver 
with the British public, is a very ingenious 
affair. Not that there is much actually 
new in it; for in this, as in other matters, 
there is nothing new under the sun; but 
itis honest in its way; it does the best it 
can, and it is what it professes to be. 

A -distinction between the honest and 
the deceptive in such contrivances de- 
serves to be noted. There have been 
some so-called talking and singing ma- 
chines, in which the talking and singing 
really came from. human lips, under such 
circumstances as led the audience to be- 
lieve that mechanism produced the sounds. 
We know very little about Roger Bacon’s 
speaking head; but there is reason to be- 
heve that, if the machine were ever pro- 
duced at all, the sounds emitted came 
from human lips. famous exhibition, 
called the Invisible Girl, was a deception 
in which much ingenuity was cpg es 
In this machine there was a girl or lady 
concerned, who did the talking and sing- 
ing, and who was invisible to the aaa 
encr; the deception consisted in leading 
the visitor to suppdse that she wasina 
small globe suspended in mid-air. There 
were four upright posts, united at the top 
by four horizontal rails, like the frame- 
work of atable. Bent wires, springing 
op from the posts, eonverged to an orna- 
mental center; and from these wires were 
suspended a hollow copper ball, with four 
trumpet-motths on four sides. This was 
all the visitors saw.

Among the curiosities preserved 
at Versailles in the time of Louis the 
Fourteenth was a clock made by Martinot. 
At the completion of every hour two 
cocks crowed alternately, and clapped 
their wings; after which two little doors 
opened, two figures appeared bearing two 
cymbals or gongs, and two sentinels beat 
on the cymbals with clubs. Maillardet 
constructed an oval box about three inches 
in length, from which, when tbe lid was 
opened, a tiny bird flew out, fluttered ite 
wings, opened its bill with a tremendous 
motion, warbied its little song, and then 
shut itself down again in its nest. Those 
who remember the little automaton called 
the Swiss nightingale, at the Internatienal 
Exhibition eight years ago, will be pre- 
pared to understand that Maillardet has 
had many imitators. Some years ago 
there was an exhibition in London com- 
prising figures of a child, a monkey, a 
coop, and a hare. The child said ‘Pa’ 
and ‘Ma,’ and the goat bleated. In 
other automa we may sometimes 
meet with a bleating sheep; and there 
was one in which a dog barked whenever 
fruit in a basket was touched by an in- 
truder.

BoTOcUDOS. 


The Lip-Pierced Tribe of Braz’ 

In a recent work on Brazil, Prof. :. .rtt 
gives an interesting chapter on the Loto- 
cudos nation, spread over many parts of 
Brazil. The word Botocudo means in 
Portugese ‘corked,’ and has reference to 
the pellets of wood, like barrel-corks, with 
which these ‘aborigines distend their lips 
and ear-lobes. The following part of the 
account will be found curious: 

The women usually wear in their perfo- 
= 1; and: aers, diska of wood (boto- 
ques), like the cork to a lar wide- 
mouthed bottle. Of the many Botocudos 
I have seen on the Rio Doce, at Sao 
Matheos, at Colonia Leopoldina, Urucu, 
and Philadelphia, only the adult women 
have both ears and lips pierced. The old 
men invariably had the ears perforated, 
but I do not remember ever having seen a 
male with a hole in his lip, and I never 
saw a child with either ear or lip perfo- 
rated, which leads me to suppose that the 
custom f& going out of use. The piercing 
of the lipand ear is performed, accord- 
ing to Neuweid, when the child is seven 
or eight years of age. Neuwied saysthat 
it is done with a sharp piece of wood; 
other writers say that the sharp spine of 
the Airi palm isused. The openings once 
made, small pieces of wood are inserted 
to distend them, afterwards larger and 
larger ones being used until the opening 
of the ear may be, according to Neuwied, 
even four inghes in diameter. I have 
never seen a lip-plugin use more than 
two inches in. diameter. The lip or ear 
ornament consists of a thin section of a 
stem of a: Barrigudo tree ( Chorisia), 
which furnishes a wood quite as light, id 
not lighter, than cork, and of a white 
color. The 'p plug is usually about 
three-fourths of an inch thick. The lip 
surrounds it like a thick red cord of flesh, 
It is usually worn the most of the time, 
but may be, and is from time to time, re 
moved. The lip then hangs of course 
against the chin, a hideous loop of a 
comparable more to a great worm than tio 
anything else, displaying the teeth with a 
horrible grin. he pressure of the plug 
against the lower incisors in front pushes 
them out of place, and even causes them 
to fall out, so that an old woman with, 
the lip ornament always wants the lower 
front teeth, and not infrequently the up- 
per. Neuwied describes and figures the 
jaw of a Botocudo in which the alveolx 
of the front incisors had completely dis- 
appeared, leaving the bone as sharp ag a 
cnife, | 

Neuwied, in the Atlas to his Travelajon 
Plate 17, represents four heads—three 
profiles and one fullfgce. These figures 
are really of very little value, as they cd 
dently have not been drawn from nature. 
In Figure 1. the ear-plags are represented 
twice as thick as they ought to be, and| the 
under lip is represented as touching! the 
upper, when it is absoletely impossible. 
The position of the plug is better repre- 
sentedin Figure IV. It is usuaily car- 
ried, in the repose of the features, nearly 
horizontally. Ina smile it is inclined 
upwards, and often touches the nose.) In 
eating it may be taken out, but rein

The Comet Panic of 1712. 
Whiston, the mathematical divine, the 


translator of Josephus, had predicted 
that the comet of 1712 would appear on 
Wednesday, the Ist of October, at five min- 
utes atter five o clock, A. M-, and that the 
world would be destroyed on the following 
Friday. His reputation for science was as 
high as his character for orthodoxy was 
questionable, and the comet appeared 
punctualjy, leading to an inferential fear 
that the rest of the prediction would beas 
punctuaily fulfilled. A number of persons 
got into boats and barges on the Thames, 
thinking the water the safest place. South 
Sea and India stock fell. The captain of 
a Duteh ship threw all his powder into 
the river that the ship might not be en- 
damgered. At noon, after the comet ap- 
peared, it is said that more than one hun- 
dred clergymen were ferried over to 
Lambeth Palace to request that proper 
prayers might be prepared, there being 
none in the church service appropriate to 

such an emergency. People believed that 
the day of judgment was at hand, and 

acted, some on this belief, but more as if 
some temporary evil was to be expected.

BROUGHT TO BAY. 


The reading public will remember tbe circum- 
stances altending the escape of a aumber of pris 
oners from the old jaflon the {ttm day of April 
last, by which two men, Joba Smith and Ben. F. 
Mickey, both convicted of murder, gained their 
IreedOm. Smith had been convicted of the mur- 
der of George Of, In conjunction with Frank Hili- 
rick, on the 14th day of July, 1867, and was sen- 
tereed to be bung. . He bas not yet been recap- 
tured. Mickey had been convicted of murder, 
but pot sentenved. The circumstances of the 
case were about as follows: Mickey, with two 
other men, bad becn drinking and gamblinz with 
a sbormaker named Maurice Morris, in 
Lagrange, at which place all the parties lived, 
ane they had quareled with him. The difficulty, 
bowever, like many others of a kindred nature, 
was setiled Sf Spee ime ep Morr went to his 
‘Hop. where he W fo slee ng the night 
be was shot and aed while Bee by some one 
whe frea thiough a window in the rear of the 
shop. These parties were arrested on suspicion. 
avd were all discharged except Mickey, who 
told Officer Rodman at the time of his arrest that 
he knew what he was arrested for, and aciedia 
sucdD a way as to weave a strong chain Of circum- 
stantial evidence of his guilt. 

He has beeu dodgipg the officers of the law 
sipce his g:cape, but Fiidesy he came to grief 
in &t. Louis. We append the account of his ar- 
rest as given in the &. Louis Times, and ada 
that, as the description of him as there given 
corresponds exactly with that recorded at the 
office of Col. Jenkins, Chief of Police, there can 
be no doubt that he ie the man:

Herr Faber’s talking machine, which 
has lately come over to have a palaver 
with the British public, is a very ingenious 
affair. Not that there is much actually 
new in it; for in this, as in other matters, 
there is nothing new under the sun; but 
itis honest in its way; it does the best it 
can, and it is what it professes to be. 

A -distinction between the honest and 
the deceptive in such contrivances de- 
serves to be noted. There have been 
some so-called talking and singing ma- 
chines, in which the talking and singin 
really came from human lips, under suc 
circumstances as led the audience to be- 
lieve that mechanism produced the sounds. 
We know very little about Roger Bacon’s 
speaking head; but there is reason to be- 
lieve that, if the. machine were ever pro- 
duced at all, the sounds emitted came 
from human lips. A famous exhibition, 
called the Invisible Girl, was a deception 
in which much ingenuity was displayed. 
In this machine there was a girl or lady 
concerned, who did the talking and ae: 
ing, and who was invisible to the audi- 
encr; the deception consisted in leading 
the visitor to suppdse t she wasina 
small globe suspended in mid-air. There 
were four upright posts, united at the top 
by four horizontal rails, like the frame- 
work of atable. Bent wires, springing 
op from the posts, converged to an orna- 
mental center; and from these wires were 
suspended a hollow copper ball, with four 
trumpet-motths on four sides.

The flageolet had 
only three holes; and so diverse was the 
intensity of wind required to produce all 
the notes of a tune with such limited 
means that the pressure varied from one 
ounce for the lowest note up to fifty-six 
pounds for the highest. Another of his 
productions was his automaton pipe and 
“tambour-player; the figure of a shepherd 
standing on a al pla nearly 
twenty minuets and country dances on a 
shepherd's pipe held in the left hand, at 
the same time playing on a tambour (a 
kind ‘of hybrid between a tambourine and 
asmall drum) with a stick held in the 
right hand. Maelzel’s automaton trum- 
peter, exhibited about sixty years ago, 
was quite a triumph Of ingectty. 
peter of Austrian dragoons, when wound 
up bya key, played the ‘Australian Cay- 
airy March,’ and a march and allegro by 
Weigl, on a trumpet, and was accompa- 
nied by” an orchestra, the sounds of the 
trampet being admirably produced, Then, 
his dress being changed to that of a French 
trumpeter of the - sg" the figure played 
the “French Cavalry March,” all the sig- 
nals, a march by Dussek, and an allegro 
by Pleyel. When we consider the numer- 
ous modifications of pressure with which 
the lips of the trumpeter touch the small 
end of the trumpet, the production of 
such results by machinery is certainly 
surprising. Soon after Maelzel’s time, 
Maillardet produced an automaton piano- 
forte player. The figure of a lady, seat- 
ed at a piano-forte, played no less than 
eighteen tunes, keeping on for an hour 
when once wound up; the machinery was 
laid open at intervals in such a way as to 
show that it whs really mechanism that 
played. . The white keys ornatural notes 
were pressed with thé fingers in the usual 
way, but the flats and sharps were pro- 
duced by pressing on pedals with the feet. 
The inventor succeeded in making this 
lady more graceful in her attitude and 
movements than is generally the case 
with automata. Somewhere about 1820 
there was an exhibition of two automaton 
flate-players in London; the two fifures 
played eighteen duets, which must have 
required a vast amount ofinterior mechan- 
ism. 

Another class of these ingenious con- 
trivances comprises pieces of mechanism 
which imitate the cry of certain animals 
and the song of birds. This has been 
rather a favorite problem with ¢lock- 
makers. The cathedral clock at Lyons 
made by Lippins de Basle, and repaired 
by Nourisson in t

he marvelous clock in the beautiful 
cathedral of Strasbourg had at one time a 
complication of mechanism still more 
elaborate; bells, arranged in a particular 
position, played three different tunes at 3, 
8 and 11 o'clockevery day, and at Thanks- 
giving, at Christmas, Easter, and Whit- 
sunside; when this was finished, a cock, 
which stood on the top. of the tower, 
stretched out his neck, shook his comb 
clapped his wings twice, Sand crowed 
twice. The bombardment may perchance 
haye ruined the tower, but at any rate 
the many: intricacies of the clock have be- 
come unmanageable long, long ago. 
Vaucanson's duck, constracted a hundred 
and thirty years ago, quacked like a real 
duck. Among the curiosities preserved 
at Versailles in the time of Louis the 
Fourteenth was a clock made by Martinot. 
At the eee of every hour two 
cocks crowed alternately, and clapped 
their wings; after which two little doors 
opened, two figures appeared bearing two 
cymbals or gongs, and two sentinels beat 
on the cymbals with clubs. Maillardet 
constructed an oval box about three inches 
in length, from which, when tbe lid was 
opened, a tiny bird flew out, fluttered its 
wings, opened its bill with a tremendous 
motion, warbied its little song, and then 
shut itself down again in its nest. Those 
who remember the little automaton called 
the Swiss nightingale, at the Internatienal 
Exhibition eight years ago, will be pre- 
pared to understand that Maillardet has 
had many imitators. Some years ago 
there was an exhibition in London com- 
prising figures of a child, a monkey, a 
coop, and a hare. The child said “Pa’ 
and ‘Ma,’ and the goat bleated. In 
other automa we may sometimes 
meet with a bleating sheep; and there 
was one in which a dog barked whenever 
fruitin a basket was touched by an in- 
truder. ; 

The machines which, with more or less 
success, imitate human speech, are the 
most difficult to construc}, so many are 
the agencies engaged in uttering even a 
single word—lungs, larynx, tongue, pal- 
ate, teeth, lips—so many are the inflec- 
tions and variations of tone and articula- 
tion, that the mechanician finds his in- 
genuity taxed to the utmost to imitate 
them. The speakingedoll, which gives 
forth its melancholy and woe-—begone 
“Papa!” and “Mamma!” is a wonderment 
to all the little folks, who regret very 
earnestly that such dolls are too expen- 
sive to be freely purchased; but it is nev- 
ertheless a poor affair, albeit there has 
been much care and thought bestowed in 
devising the kind of vibrating reed to be 
used. About ninety years ago, a pam- 

hlet appeared concerning two large 

razen heads that were constructed by 
the Abbe Mical to effect something in the 
talking way. What was really done is

Wolfgang Von Kempelen, inventor of 
the far-famed automaton chess-player, 
constructed a talking figure which cost 
a large amount of shonught. time and in- 
ventive ingenuity. First he made experi- 
ments with tubes and vibrating reeds, 
which enabled him to imitate the sound of 
the continental “a,” like our “ah;” then 
with a tube and a hollow oval box hinged 
like the jaws, he produced the sounds of 
“a,” “to,” “oan” and an imperfect “e;

True, a wax head or mask is used, through 
the lips of which the produced sounds are 
really emitted; but this mask is at inter- 
vals removed, to show the movements of 
india-rubber lips and tongue belonging to 
the machine itself. The elementary 
sounds, but further analysis, have been 
brought down to fourteen, all others 
having been found to be really compound 
sounds, made up df two 6r more elements, 
A lady, seated at a kind of a key-board, 
has fourteen keys or short levers before 
her; a sentence is given out, in any one of 
two or three languages; the lady ogg 
analyzes the sounds apd, decides whic 
combination will produce each, or which 
combination will produee the whole of 
them; she then plays, somewhat in the 
manner of harmonium-playing, giving 
the proper number of pressures on the 
properly selected keys. Some sounds are 
dificult to imitate, some are imitated 
readily; a laugh is capitally given, and a 
cry is sufficiently dolefal for all required 
purpose; a whisper and a sigh are also pro- 
cuicible. Whether the machine can cough, 
sneeze, hiccup, we are not certain; but it 
is rs eee thatd singing machine, really 
and bona fide such—combining words and 
music as a human singer would do—still 
remains beyond the skill of any automa- 
ton maker,—[All the Year Round.

ADMIRERS vs. WORSHIPERS, 


Among the different classes of religion- 
ists, who go to the “House of the Lord” 
on the Sabbath, are admirers and wor- 
shipers; those moved by entirely different 
incentives, and who receive corresponding 
benefits and blessings. Those who go 
merely to admire, have no just apprecia- 
tion of the objects of religious institations 
and-services, While perhaps their intel- 
lectual nature may be somewhat excited 
by some parts of the exercises, they do 
not realize the purpose of Christian wor- 
ship.

BoTocuDOY. 


The Lip-Pierced Tribe of Braz’. 

In a recent work on Brazil, Prof. :. .rtt 
gives an interesting chapter on the Loto- 
cudos nation, spread over many parts of 
Brezil. The word Botocudo means in 
Portugese ‘corked,’ and has reference to 
the pellets of woed, like barrel-corks, with 
which these aborigines distend their ups 
and ear-lobes. The following part of the 
account will be found curious: 

The women usually wear in their perfo- 
rated li and. ears disks of wood (boto- 
ques), Tike the cork to a large, wide- 
mouthed bottle. Of the many Botocudos 

have seen on the Rio Doce, at Sao 
Matheos, at Colonia Leopoldina, Uruen, 
and Philadelphia, only the adult women 
have both ears and lips pierced. The old 
men invariably had the ears perforated, 
but I do not remember ever having seen a 
male with a hole in his lip, and I never 
saw a child with either ear or lip perfo- 
rated, which leads me to suppose that the 
custom f& going out of use. The piercing 
of the lip, and ear is performed, accord- 
ing to Neuweid, when the child is seven 
or eight years of age. Neuwied saysthat 
it is done with a vo! piece of wood; 
other writers say that the sharp spine of 
the Airi palm isused. The openings once 
made, small pieces of wood are inserted 
to distend them, afterwards larger and 
larger ones being used until the opening 
of the ear may be, according to Neuwied, 
even four inghes in diameter. I have 
never seen a lip-plugin use more than 
two inches in.diameter. The lip or ear 
ornament consists of a thin section of a 
stem of a> Barrigudo tree ( Chorisia), 
which furnishes a wood quite as light, if 
not lighter, than cork, and of a white 
color. The lipplug is usually abut 
three-fourths be ges inch thick. The lip 
surrounds it like a thick red cord of flesh. 
It is usually worn the most of the time, 
but may be, and is from time to time, re- 
moved. The lip then hangs of course 
against the chin, a hideous loop of flesh, 
comparable more to a great worm than to 
anything else, displaying the teeth with a 
horrible grin. he pressure of the plug 
against thé lower incisors in front pushes 
them out of place, and even causes them 
to fall out, so that an old woman. with, 
the lip ornament always wants the lower 
front teeth, and not infrequently the up- 

r. Neuwied describes and figures the 
jaw of a Botocudo in which the alveolx 
of the front incisors had completely dis- 
appeared, leaving the bone as sharp as a 
knife, 

Neuwied, in the Atlas to his Travels, on 
Plate 17, represents four heads—three 
profiles and one full face. These figures 
are really of very little value, as they evi- 
dently have not been drawn from nature. 
In Figure 1. the ear-plugs are represented 
twice as thick as they ought to be, and the 
under lip is represented as touching the 
upper, when it is absoletely impossible. 
The positionof the plug is better repre- 
sented in Figure 1V. It is usuaily car- 
ried, in the repose of the ‘features, nearly 
horizontally. In a smile it is inclined 
upwards, and often touches the nose. In 
eating it may be taken out, but none of 
the Botocudo women I have seen eating 
remove it. A more comical sight than 
an old woman sucking a stick of sugar- 
cane can scarcely be imagined. In quar- 
rels the perforated ears and lip are apt to 

euffer, and it is no uncommon thing to see 
them broken. In this case the ornament 
is not necessarily discarded. The two 
ends are then tied together with a bit of 
bark, or something of the sort, aad the 
plug is replaced. At Urucu I saw a rather 
young woman whose lip had been torn 
and tied - Usually the ear-plug is 
worn, and the loop of flesh is sometimes 
left danglip . sometimes reaching the 
shoulder. hen the plug is removed the 
opening generally appears very irregular, 
as in the man whose prolle I have given. 
In traveling through the forest this loop 
would likely to be caught against limbs of 
trees and be torn, so it is very often turned 
up and laid oversthe ear, which shortens 
the organ in the first place and produces 
a horrible deformity. lobserved that two 
old women at Sao Matheos wore the ear- 
flap this way even in camp.

At any rate, upon 
regchiug her lodgings she had been great- 
ly alarmed by the discovery of the money 
in the little one’s clutch, and would have 
returned it immediately to her employer, 
with full explanation, but for the arrest. 
To tbis story her judges refused to give 
credence, believing it to be only an in- 
genious fabrication; and, in their pity for 
her youth and maternity, counseled her to 
confess frankly, and throw herself upoy 
the mercy of the court, that the latter 
might be justified in imposing the light- 
est sentence consistent with law. Still, 
however, the sobbing woman maintained 
the truth of what she had said; and that, 
too, with such an appearance of passion- 
ate honesty that the court was evident! 
shaken in its first conviction. At length 
one of the judges, by a happy inspiration, 
propeses to admit nature as an advocate 
or one toc poor to obtain any other, and 
suggested that a number of gold coins 
should be placed upon the clerk's table, 
and the mother and child stationed in the 
same relative position they had held to- 
ward the mantel-piece when the alleged 
theft occurred. The suggestion being at 
once understood and carried into effect, 
all eyes were turned upon the infant, and 
breathless silence marked the keen inter- 
est of every spectator. At first sight of 
the glittering pieces on the table the baby 
stared intently thereat with the aspect of 
supernatural thoughtfulness not uncom- 
mon in babyhood; then half reached out 
its chubby little hands; then, with a simul- 
taneous leap and crow, made a fair divé 
at the treasure, and grasped as many of 
the coins as it conlle clatch. The test 
bad been successfl, the mother was ac- 
quitted, and the case went out of court 
amid enthusiastic cheers for ba by. 


The Comet Panic of 1712. 


Whiston, the mathematical divine, the 
translator of Josephus, had predicted 
that the comet of 1712 would appear on 
Wednesday, the Ist of October, at five min- 
utes alter five o'clock, A. M., and that the 
world would be destroyed on the following 
Friday. His reputation for science was as 
high as his character for orthodoxy was 
questionable, and the comet appeared 
punctually, leading to an inferential fear 
that the rest of the prediction would be as 
punctually fulfilled. A number of persons 
got into boats and barges on the Thames, 
thinking the water the safest place. South 
Sea and India stock fell. The captain of 
a Dutch ship threw all his powder into 
the river that the sbip might not be en- 
dangered. At noon, after the comet ap- 
peared, it is said that more than one hun- 
dred clergymen were ferried over to 
Lambeth Palace to request that proper 
prayers might be prepared, there being 
none in the church service appropriate to 
such an emergency. People believed that 
the day of judgment was at hand, and 
acted, some on this belief, but more as if 
some temporary evil was to be expected. 
Many wrongs were righted, and many 
breaches of morality repaired. There 
was a greaj run on the bank; and Sir Gil- 
bert Heathcote, at that time head direct- 
or, issued orders to all the fire officers, in 
London, requesting them to keep a good 
lookout, and have a particular eye on the 
bank of England. On the whole, the poor 
Londoners of that generation appear to 
have behaved rather foolishly at the mo- 
ment of imagined doom.

BROUGHT TO BAY. 


The reading public wil] temember the circum- 

stances attending the escape of a aumber of pris 
oners from the old jallon the ftith day of April 
last, by which two men, Jobu Smith and Ben. F. 
Mickey, both convicted of murder, gained their 
ireedom. Smith had been convicted of the mur- 
der of George Of, ta copjunciion with Frank Hil- 
rick, on the 14th day of July, 1867, aod was sen- 
terpees to be hung. - He bas not yet been recap- 
tured. Mickey bad been convicted of murder, 
but pot sentenved. The circumstances of the 
case were about az follows: Mickey, with two 
other men, bad bern drinking and gamblinz with 
& sboemaker named Maurice Morris, in 
Lagrapge, at which place all the parties lived, 
aod they had quareled with him. The difficulty, 
bowever, like many others of a kindred nature, 
Was setiled at ibat time, aod Morris wens to his 
‘hop, where he went (6 sleep. During the night 
be was shot and killed wbile asleep by some one 
who rea thiough a window in the rear of the 
shop. These parties were arrested on suspicion. 
avd were all discharged except Mickey, who 
told Officer Rodman at the time of his arrest that 
he knew what he was arrested for. and aciedin 
sucb a Way as to Weave & strong chain Of circum- 
stantial evidence of his guilt. 
He bas beeu dodg the officers of the law 
since his gzcape, but Fiidey he came to grief 
in St. Louls. We append the account of his ar- 
rest as given im the &. Louis Times, and ada 
that, as the description of him as there given 
corresponds exactly with that recorded at the 
office of Col. Jenkins, Chief of Police, there can 
be no doubt that be ie the man:

MIS TRIAL. 


Colonel Whittley, Chief ef the Secret Service 
Division of the Treasury Department, at Wash- 
ington, yesterday received a telegram from 
Springfield, I'linois, informing him that de- 
tectives Applegate, Lasigan and Egao bave suc- 
ceeded in capturing, at that place, a most noto- 
rious counte! felter, and one of the most desperate 
characters In the West, Peter McCartny, alias 
Joe Woods, alias Joe Alexander, and Binion, a 
Frenchman, one of his confederates. In the pos- 
session of McCaitny was found $131,000 in coun- 
terfeit money of various kinds and denomina- 
Lion:.
